W ashington, May Vt.—Senator Till­ 
man. who Saturday m ade a sta te m e n t 
In tho senate covering the details of 
his and Senator Bailey’s negotiations 
through

rate bill, has m ade public a portion of 
a written sta te m e n t made to him by 
Mr. Chandler. 
It is largely a repet I 
tion of the first p art of his statem en t 
In the senate Saturday. 
It 
covers, 
however, that 
portion 
where Mr. Tillman quoted Mr. C hand­ 
ler as saying th a t the president had 
stated th a t he had come to a complete 
disagreem ent with Hie senatorial law­ 
yers, nam ing Messrs. Knox, Spooner 
and Forakcr. 
Regarding 
this sta te ­ 
ment 
Senator 
Ixidge 
subsequently 
said he was authorized to call it ail 
unqualified falsehood. 
Mr. Chandler, referring to the presi­ 
dent, said in his written statem en t: 
'Tie said 
th at he had 
been much 
troubled by the advocacy of an un­ 
limited court review by some of the 
lawyers of the senate—-naming S en a­ 
tors Knox, Spooner 
and F oraker as 
trying to injure or defeat tile hill by 
ingenious 
constitutional 
arguments, 
but th a t he had come to a complete 
disagreem ent 
with them. 
He 
m ade 
this point em phatic by repetition.” 
The sta te m e n t given out by Mr. Till­ 
m an follows: 


Insisted on H a v i n g a Statement. 


“ Senator Tillm an said th a t on S a t­ 
u r d a y . May 5, he insisted 
on having 
from ex-Senator Chandler 
a w ritten 
sta te m e n t of the various conferences 
by the latter In connection with the 
plan of the president 
to control the 
railroad rate 
legislation by 
alliance 
with the Democrats of the senate and 
Mr. Chandler gave him such a sta te ­ 
ment made prior to Saturday, May 12, 
and signed by Mr. Chandler. 
Mr. Till­ 
man said that he would give out a 
portion of th a t sta te m e n t relating to 
the Interview 
of Mr. Chandler 
with 
the president on March 31— which had 
become a subject m atter of dispute, 
but would retain 
the rem ainder for 
use in case 
any other parts 
of his 
statem en t in th e senate on Saturday 
should be denied.” 
The following is the portion of Mr. 
C handler’s sta te m e n t given out by Mr. 
Tillman: 
“On Saturday afternoon, March 31, 
1P0G, a friend of mine came into my 
office and told me of the W hite House 
conference of that day in which an u n ­ 
derstanding as to a limited court re­ 
view had been reached with Senator 
Long and others, and he told me that 
the president wished to get into co m ­ 
munication with the Democrats and 
would shortly ask me to come and see 
him. 
While he was talking a m e sse n ­ 
ger boy arrived with 
a letter to me 
from Mr. Loeb as follows: 
“ ‘My Dear Senator C handler:— T he 
president requests me to say th a t lie 
would he glad to have you come to the 
White House to see him at 8:30 o ’clock 
tonight. 
Will 
you 
please 
let 
tile 
bearer know w h eth er you can co m e ? ’ 
“ I told the m essenger th at I would 
be there. 


W a nted to Lim it Court Review. 


“ At the tim e and place appointed the 
president said to m e th a t he wished 
through me to get Into communication 
with Mr. Tillman, Mr. Bailey and oth ­ 
er 
Democratic senators. 
H e 
stated 
his purpose slowly and carefully and 
in e v act 
til is t an ce. his sta te m e n t was 
this: 
T h at he had reached th e con­ 
clusion that the best plan for railroad 
rate legislation was to expressly grant 
a court review, but to distinctly limit 
it to two points: 
First, an 
inquiry 
w’hether the in te rsta te commerce com ­ 
mission had exceeded 
its authority, 
and, second, an inquiry w h e th e r the 
constitutional rights of the carrier had 
been violated. 
He said that he had 
been much troubled by the advocacy 
of an unlimited court review by some 
of the lawyers of the senate—n am ing 
Senators Knox, Spooner and Foraker, 
as trying to injure or defeat the hill 
by ingenious constitutional arguments. 
but that he had come to a complete dis­ 
agreement with them. 
He made this 
point e m phatic by repetition; said that 
he would go thus far and no farther, 
and that his decision would be anal 
enable. 
He declared that he wished 
to ascertain 
w hether there 
could lie 
united action in tile senate among tile 
friends of the bill so that it could Iv* 
surely passed without injurious amend 
incuts and he nam ed various Hep *MI- 
can senators 
who Le thought 
\v»r' 


true friends of the bill, hut said that 
it would Dike nearly all the Democrats 
to carry the limitation and defeat all 
obnoxious provisions. 
“After the president had made his 
statem ent, I replied th at I had reason 
to believe that m ost of the Democrats 
in tile senate would sustain his lim ita­ 
tion of the court's powers, hut that I 
was 
sure th a t 
Mr. Bailey 
and Mr. 
Till man would insist 
upon colliding 
with the limitation 
some restriction 
upon the power of the courts to issue 
injunctions against the orders of the 
commission. 
Before 
I 
had 
finished 
my statem ent on this point the presi­ 
dent 
interrupted me, 
saying 
that I 
ru ed not 
explain further 
because he 
was warmly in favor of some such re­ 
striction. 
“That 
evening I saw 
Mr. Tillman 
and told him what had occuurred.” 
Senator T illm an ’s statement in th e 
senate was 
the principal 
topic dis­ 
cussed in official 
circles today. 
The 
senator had a n um ber of callers at his 
apartm ents, among whom were Sena­ 
tor Bailey and 
ex-Senator Chandler. 
Mr. Chandler has been urged to send 
out a sta te m e nt over his own signa­ 
ture regarding the denial by Senator 
Ixidge 
of the accuracy of 
the presi­ 
dent's re m a rk s in reference to Sena­ 
tors Spooner. Knox and Foraker. 
He 
declined, however, to be brought fur­ 
th e r into the controversy, saying he 
would let the m a tte r rest on the sta te ­ 
ment made public by Mr. Tillman. 
Senator l e d g e called at the W hite 
House in the evening and took dinner 
w’ith 
the 
president. 
Subsequently 
Secretaries Root and Taft arrived at 
the W hite House and joined the presi­ 
dent and Senator Lodge. 
Senator Lodge and Secretaries Root 
and Taft remained with the president 
until late at night. 
At the conclusion 
of their visit none of the parties pres­ 
ent would discuss the visit and all of 
them declined to answ er any questions 
regarding the subject 
under discus­ 
sion.

Senator T illm an W o u ld Like to D i s ­ 
pose of Rate Bill. 
Washington, May 
l l.—The United 
S tates senate will keep on with the 
rate bill this week and no one can say 
how long th a t m e asu re will continue 
to receive attention. 
Senator Tillman 
expresses great anxiety 
for a vote, 
b ut the probabilities are that many of 
the senators will desire to speak fur­ 
th e r on the section th a t deals with the 
make-up 
of the interstate 
commerce 
commission. 
F u rth e r debate upon tile 
general features m ay also be expected 
and it is not at all improbable that the 
dispute over Senator T illm an’s nego­ 
tiations with th e president will be r e ­ 
vived. 
W ith the rate bill 
disposed of the 
senate probably will be very quiet for 
a few days. 
T he first legislation 
of importance 
which may he u n d ertak en is the legis­ 
lative, executive and judicial appro­ 
priation bill. 
T he m easure is still be­ 
fore the com m ittee oil appropriations. 
but is in such shape th at it can be re ­ 
ported out any time. 
Senator Dillingham, chairm an of the 
committee on 
immigration, probably 
will m ake an effort to get action on the 
immigration bill, but Hie present pros­ 
pect is th a t that m easure will arouse 
little 
if 
any 
controversy. 
Senator 
Clapp hopes to bring in the conference 
report on the Indian appropriation bill 
and there are so m any subjects of dif­ 
ference in that m easure th a t the re 
port will not escape criticism. 
It is generally agreed th at some r e ­ 
port 
of the conferees 
on the 
joint 
statehood hill will he demanded soon, 
but the conferees themselves are in 
d i n e d to believe that it will he post­ 
poned beyond 
the present 
week, as 
there is as 
yet no prospect 
of a de­ 
cision. 
The prospect 
for a report 
on the 
type for the Isthmian canal is some­ 
what better, but it is very much be 
fogged 
by the entanglem ent 
in the 
committee. 


St. Petersburg, May 14.— Tile mys­ 
tery of the fate of F a th e r Capon ap ­ 
parently was cleared up today by the 
discovery of a corpse which has al­ 
most. positively been identified as that 
of the former priest, 
hanging in the 
upper cham ber of a lonely villa in the 
s u m m er suburb 
of Ozerki, 
Finland. 
The villa was rented April 8 for tile 
sum m er and a deposit paid by a man 
from St. Petersburg whose identity is 
unknown to the police. 
After visiting 
the house several times in company 
with a young workman he disappeared 
April l l , taking the key with him. 
T he 
proprietress 
of 
the 
villa, 
alarmed at the n o n a p pearan ce of the 
enant, notified the police, who en- 
ered the house. 
B reaking 
down a 
oor they were confronted by a body 
in a long coat han g in g from a nail, the 
feet touching the floor. 
Decomposition 
of tho face 
made 
positive identification difficult, but the 
features resembled 
those of 
Capon 
and the clothing corresponds with that 
worn by the missing labor leader. 
As 
the usual symptom s of strangulation 
were absent, it is conjectured that the 
man was 
killed elsewhere 
and his 
body brought to the villa on the night 
f April IO. 
This would agree with 
the date 
of the execution 
of Capon 
given in information of the secret po­ 
lice and with the death sentence of 
tile to n n e r priest as announced in re­ 
cent dispatches from Berlin.
